Sedalia, Mo., October 12.—Senator 
Jam es A. Reed’s ?>peech, delivered to­ 
day to the D em ocrats at Sedalia, 
is 
regarded as the platform upon which 
he will seek the Democratic nomina­ 
tion for the presidency. 
He declared at the outset 
he did 
not arro g ate to himself the tight 
to 
speak 
for 
the 
Democratic 
pa. ty. 
which would speak through iU 
na­ 
tional platform. 
He added, however, 
as a ‘rank and file Democrat' he ven­ 
tured to express his ‘views, conced­ 
ing to all other loyal 
Democrats 
a 
like privilege’. 
Should Disregard Fads 
The great issues of the campaign, 
Reed said, ‘'should not be obscured by 
in terp arty disputes, personal 
am bi­ 
tions, animosities, revenges and past 
differences”. 
Fads, 
fancies 
and 
experim ental 
theories should be 
disregarded, 
he 
said, adding Democrats should “ form 
th eir forces upon the battle line which 
Jefferson laid out . 
Reed urged Democrat* to rally 
to 
the flag of the Constitution 
and 
to 
stam: for principles which he 
-aid 
are “etern al and may not be d ep art­ 
ed from without confusion and disas­ 
ter'*. 
This government, he asserted, “wasI 
established to protect the citizen 
in 
the enjoyment of his natural liberties 
arx: ail attem pts to m.ect into 
>or 
ptea of government paternalistic, so- 


cialLstic and regulatory schemes 
are 
dangerous and may be fa ta l”. 


G etting down to details of a p lat­ 
form for which 
Democrats 
should 
stand, Reed said: 


“ Let us rally our forces to the flag 
of the Constitution! 
Let 
us 
make 
our fight beneath banners proclaim ­ 
ing: 
“ ‘The 
inalienable 
rights 
of the 
citizen, am ong which are liberty

conscience, w ithout coercion, criticism 
or obloquy. 
Religious Freedr m 
“ ‘The right of every man to wor­ 
ship God according to the dictates of 
his own conscience, ami

shall make him afraid’. 
“ ‘The right of free speech,

nress and peaceable assemblage. 
“ ‘The right of each citizen to reg­ 
ulate his own persona! conduct— chart 
iis own course through life—deter­ 
mine his own habits and to 
control 
he affairs of his own household, free 
from all restraints, save that in the 
xercise of these natural privileges he 
will not interfere with the rights of 
>thers’. 
“ Let us reassert the truth of 
the 
doctrine that:

“ ‘If this people are to rem ain free, 
local self-government and the sover­ 
eignty of the states must be preserv­ 
ed. 
” ‘The federal power* 
should 
be 
drought within the limit», not only of

eaucracies m ust cease-'. 
“ Let us dem and:

f all public plunderers, bribem ong- 
*r> and other malefactors. 
*‘ ‘The equalization 
of the burden 
*f taxation. 
•' ‘The repeal of ad laws creating 
special privileges. 
“ 'The dismissal of an arm y of spies 
ncN-pers, sneaks and inform ers. 
“ T h e liberation of h >ne«t business 
from oppress vie interference by gov­ 
ernm ental aeenL-. 
‘The prosecution and punishm ent 
f those who. by trusts, combination^ 
and res*raints of trade make w ar on

honest business and despoil the peo- ; 
pie’. 
“ Let us advocate the American doc­ 
trine. which places the interests 
of 
our country and our people above that 
! of any and all other countries or peo- 
j pie»; which tolerates no divided alleg- 
jiance; which aims to make American 
citizens the freest, happiest and most 
prosperous people of earth and which 
rejects all policies calculated to im­ 
peril] the rights or jeopardize the m a­ 
jesty and security of the United S ta t­ 
es. 
“ Let us demand th a t 
the 
govern­ 
ment shall in all proper ways assist in 
the development of the natural 
re­ 
sources of the land— that it shall im­ 
mediately develop and execute a plan 
to control and conserve our g reat in­ 
land w aters; harness their power; de­ 
velop the arid lands 
of 
the 
W est; 
protect the great Valley S tates from 
I inundation, and place upon ¿>ur m igh­ 
ty r i \ <*< and lakes argosies which will 
bear an immense commerce, thus com­ 
mercially uniting the interior 
states 
with the Panam a Canal. 


Aid for Merchant Marine 


“ We should insist upon the encour­ 
agem ent and development of a great 
merchant marine which will not only 
| carry our commerce to all ports 
of 
¡the world in American ships and be­ 
neath the American flag, but 
which 
will a l s o strengthen our defense up­ 
on the seas mi case of war. 
“ Our lemand <hould be for honest 
elections —the iailing of every rogue 
who pollutes the ballot— the expulsion 
from office of every man whose title 
is tainted with fraud, or whose certi­ 
ficate was obtained by corrupt m eth­ 
ods. w hether practiced by himself oi 
on his behalf. 
“ If we are to achieve these ends, 
we n u i't concentrate our efforts. 
We 
must put aside m atters 
which

near to the hearts of m any”. 
Reed said there would be 
arrayed 
against rhe 
Democrat.' 
every 
man 
who grew rich 
through 
the 
tariff, 
every tax dodger, and every seeker 
afte r special privilege. 
Here he diverted 
to 
declare, 
“ I 
make no w ar and the Democratic p ar­ 
ty cannot afford to make w ar 
upon 
honest capital". 
He said he wanted 
to m ake this statem en t in order that 
what he had to say m ight not be mis- 
m terpreted. 
“ On the contrary, this governm ent 


was established to protect life, lib­ 
erty and p ro p erty ”, he said. 
Every 
¡citizen has the right, if able, to ac­ 
cum ulate a fortune, and w hether his 
fortune be g re a t or small, to 
have 
for him self and to get equal protec­ 
tion of the law. 
The only 
qualifica­ 
tions are th a t he shall have acquired 
his wealth by honest and legal means, 
and 
th a t 
he 
shall not employ his 
wealth for oppressive or 
destructive 
purposes. 
Denounces Monopolies 
“ T h at is to say, the high seas of 
commerce should be kept open 
for 
<very vessel, big or small, but this 
necessarily implies

methods fo r the 
destruction of 
its 
lesser com petitor. 
When such prac- 
. ices are adopted it is the right 
and 
duty of the government 
to interfere, 
because its interference is a protec­ 
tion to all property which is honestly 
Administered. 
“ But while property has the right 
(i claim the fullest 
protection 
of 
'overnm ent, it has no right to control 
he governm ent, nor to dem and spec- 
al ad v an tag es and peculiar privileges. 
This governm ent was established for 
nen and not for di llars” . 
Reed’s speech may be diveded into 
wo sections. 
First, the principles for 
A’hich D em ocrats should stand— their 
d atfo rm — and, second, a scorching at- 
ack upon the Harding-Coolidge ad ­ 
m inistrations. 
U nder 
the 
caption 
“ Republican 
C orruption” Reed said: 
“ On the 4th day of March, 
1921, 
W arren G. Harding was inaugurated 
^resident of the United States. 
“ On th a t day corrupt and 
sinister 
inancial conspiracies 
to all intents 
ind purposes took possession of 
the 
government, and have ever since ex- 
rcised a dom inant control. 
“ T hat conspiracy placed 
Fall 
in 
harge of the D epartm ent of the in- 
‘erior. 
The President signed an il­ 
legal order turning the oil lands ov­ 
er to the tender mercies of Albert B. 
Fall. 
He (F a ll) accepted its bribes, 
did its bidding and corruptly tra n s ­ 
ferred to it the vast oil reserves 
of 
he republic. 
Deceived High Officials 
“ The scaly hand' of the conspira­ 
tors reached jn to the N avy 
D ep art­ 
ment and corrupted or deceived cer­ 
tain of its high officers. 
“The first act of Coolidge was 
to 
approve the policies of the 
H arding 
adm inistration. 
“ A senatorial investigation exposed 
the infam ous oil transactions. 
In its 
efforts to 
ascertain 
the 
fact 
and 
bring the criminals to book the Sen­ 
ate C om m ittee received no assistance 
from the Coolidge adm inistration. 
“ H arding appointed, and Coolidge 
continued at the head of the D epart­ 
ment fo Justice. H arry M. D augher­ 
ty— as vile an insect as ever crawled 
across the page of time. 
“ He consorted with crim inals 
and 
took as his bedfellow a g ra fte r 
and 
bribetaker, who afterw ard s 
suicided. 
As A tto rn ey General D augherty p a r­ 
alyzed the D epartm ent of Justice 
so 
that its arm was not stretched forth 
to apprehend P all and his fellow con­ 
spirators. 
Indeed, the secret code of 
ihe governm ent was used by a W hite 
House employ* to keep the m alefac­ 
tors advised. 
‘‘W hilst the 
Senate Com m ittee un­ 
der these adverse conditions was la­ 
boring to expose the oil land frauds 
Coolidge never lifted a hand. 
He re­ 
mained as mum and inactive a.s a Bos­ 
ton oyster stranded on 
the 
beach in 
the month of August. 
“The indignant dem and of the Sen­ 
ate th at the Pn sident should 
compel 
the resigrjatior 
of D augherty 
and 
Denby was 
contem ptuously rejected 
by the President, 
He publicly stood 
in th eir defense and m ajestically as­ 
serted he would not peim it his pres­ 
idential prerogative to be im paired by 
a presum ptuous Senate. 


Daugherty 
Resigned 
“ In the fan of overw helm ing evi­ 
dence D augherty was retained until 
the blaze of public indignation grew 
ho hot that Coolidge was obliged

manded Daugherty’s resignation upon 
an insufficient and im m aterial ground, 
and certified t 
the in te g rity of

arch villian Daugherty. 
“ All thi s occurred when every in­ 
formed man knew of the gross frauds 
perpetrated upon the 
G overnm ent— 
frauds which have since been judicial­ 
ly declared by the Suprem e Court of 
the United States” . 
Under the 
caption, 
“ Mellon 
and 
Money”, Reed said; 
‘H arding appointed, and Coolidge 
to this day retains A ndrew W. Mel­ 
lon as Secretary of the T reasury. 
“ When Mellon was appointed, 
the 
great financial interests no longer ex­ 
ercised a mere influence— they moved 
in and took possession of the 
fiscal 
operations of the governm ent. 
“ Mellon’s appointm ent was 
made 
in the teeth of section 
24.3 
of 
the 
Revised Statutes of the United S ta t­ 
es, which has been a part of the sub­ 
stantive law of this country for 138 
years. 


“T hat statute expressly declares: 
“ ‘No person appointed to the office 
of Secretary of the T reasu ry shall di­ 
rectly or indirectly be concerned 
or 


interested in carrying on the business 
of trade or commerce— or be concern­ 
ed in the purchase or disposal of any 
public securities of any state, or of 
the United S ta tes’. 
Statute Disregarded 
“ A violation of the statute is 
de­ 
clared to be a high misdemeanor, and 
is punishable by a fine of $3000. 
“The statute has been adhered 
to 
by former presidents. 
“ Grant desired 
to 
appoint A lex­ 
ander T. Stewart, a great 
merchant. 
His attention was called to this sta ­ 
tute. 
He was forced to acknowledge 
its authority. 
Not so with Harding. 
Not so with Coolidge. 
“When Mellon was a 
director 
in 
sixty-eight great corporations, trusts 
and com binations engaged in 
every 
activity, from 
the control of 
alum i­ 
num to the m anufacture 
of 
whisky, 
his banks and trust companies 
were 
handling public securities by the m ill­ 
ions. 
His appointm ent was clearly il­ 
legal. 
From the hour he took office to 
this blessed day Mellon has m anipu­ 
lated or attem pted to manipulate ev­ 
ery power of the government 
in the 
interest of his financial confederates. 
“He declared the revenues of 
the 
governm ent were so low that a bon­ 
us could not be paid to the 
soldiers. 
He compelled Harding to retreat his 
cam paign promise to the soldiers that 
a bonus would be promptly paid. 
“Im m ediately thereafter, he advo­ 
cated a reduction of $90,000,000 
per 
year on the surplus profits of

Would Help Rich Only 
“Under M ellon’s scheme there was 
to be no substantial reduction on tax­ 
es on moderate incomes. 
The 
plan 
was twice defeated by a coalition of 
Democrats and insurgent Republicans 
in the Senate, but it was persisted in 
until Mellon 
substantially 
had his 
way. 
“In all this Mellon had the backing 
of the adm inistration and the stand- 
pat elem ent of the Republican party”. 
Reed bitterly assailed the 
foreign 
debt settlem ents, taking them up

their order. 
He said the great finan­

group, had acquired $ 13,000,<HM),(MK) of

said, “grew the insolent attitude of 
the foreign nations”. 
He said all ofd 
the foreign countries have signed an j 


obligation to deliver to us bonds b ear­ 
ing the sam e rate of

the governm ent must pay to A m eri­ 
can citizens who 
hold 
its 
Liberty 
bonds. 
England refused to settle at 
that 
figure, ami the adm inistration 
rec­ 
omended and insisted upon the ca n ­ 
cellation of a part of the interest then 
due, and upon gran tin g an extension 
of sixty-six years for final payment 
and the reduction of interest to 3 per

in the way of enjoying to the utmost 
both 
these one-time hobbies which 
have now become such every-day ne­ 
cessities In American family life. 
It Is useless lo claim that summer 
time is as favi^able to radio recep­ 
tion as the cool and cold w eather of 
late fall, winter, and early spring. 
It 
Is not—Hnd we all know it. 
Yet the 
situation 
is no different from that 
of the automobile: winter time is not 
a* conducive to motoring comfort as 
the three other seasons, yet most car 
owners today drive all year round. 
So In radio, many things have been 
done during the past few summers to 
ameliorate unfavorable conditions in 
warm weather radio reception. T ran s­ 
mit tiug power has been enormously In­ 
creased. 
Net work station operation 
bus placed the best programs In most 
part* of the country with the loud 
speaker volume of local stations. 
Re­ 
ceiving equipment has been developed 
with an eye—-or shall we say an ear? 
—to lessening the static effect while 
increasing 
the 
apparent 
signal 
strength. 
In all, remarkable advances 
have l*‘en 
scored 
against sum m er­ 
time obstacles, 
A large field for Im­ 
provement still lies In the home* of 
the set owner. 
With this In mind, a 
few suggestions are offered In 
the 
hope that they will be helpful to the 
radio enthusiast in getting the maxi­ 
mum enjoyment from his receiving set 
during the summer months. 


Powerful Signals— A Prerequisite. 
Satisfactory 
radio 
reception 
de­ 
pends primarily upon what radio engi­ 
neers call the signal-static ratio, 
in 
other words, stHtic Is present in vary­ 
ing degree to the signal strength from 
the broadcasting station. 
With warm 
weather, particularly in humid, un­ 
comfortable 
weather 
that 
presages 
the 
thunderstorm, 
the 
static 
level 
rise* and becomes e\id en t as a raspy 
background 
to 
broadcast music or 
speech. 
Fortunately, however, it 
Is 
very 
rare that the 
cletifly 
powerful 
to 
________ 
the signals of present-day broadcast“ 
Ing stations within their service range. 
It Is obvious, then, that the signal 
strength must he of sufficient strength 
to override static interference by a 
fair margin. 
Broadcasters have long 
recognised 
this 
fact. 
Transm itting 
power 
has 
been steadily Increased 
from the early days, when a 500-watt 
rating 
was 
considered 
ample 
for 
broadcasting over a wide area. 
To­ 
day, 
the 
500-watt 
rating 
is 
rcc- 1 * * 
ognixed only for purely local aerv- 
he, 
with 
a 
limited 
service 
range 
throughout 
the year. 
Many times 
that power must und is being em ­ 
ployed in summer time for a a e rv -, 
lee range of about 100 miles and over, 
reaching out into the rural districts. 


cause of Its sensitive directional pick­ 
up, enabling the operator to swing 
away from undeslrabl# nulses. 
Advantage of Less Volume. 
Aside from altering the receiving 
conditions, the volume of the loud 
speaker rendition may be lowered so 
as to make the static background less 
conspicuous. 
In fact, U)ost |isteiier8 
do employ too much volume, aud this 
is especially true in summer time re­ 
ception. 
The average radio receiver 
has a satisfactory volume control that 
may be employed in reducing the loud­ 
speaker volume to the desired degree, 
j to drop out the static background, 
if 
i the receiver is not provided with a 
volume control, then a variable high 
resistance of at least 0 to 250,000 ohm 
range may be connected across the 
secondary of the first audio transform ­ 
er as an effective and nondistorting 
volume 
control. 
Turning the 
fila­ 
ment* of the receiver up or down does 
not constitute an efficient volume con­ 
trol. 
It 
should be noted that 
fila­ 
ments must be operated at the proper 
voltage at all times, irr. spective of the 
volume 
desired. Dimmed filaments 
may result in severe distortion, while 
excessively lighted filaments lead to 
greatly shortened life of tubes. 
Loud Speaker Amid New Scenery. 
Distance never fails to add realism 
and 
maximum enchantment. 
If we 
may take this hint with our summer­ 
time radio, do not fail to experiment 
in ioua speaker placement. 
The loud 
speaker should be tried out in differ­ 
ent rooms, with the listeners sitting 
at various distance*. 
A marked im­ 
provement will be noted when the dis­ 
tance between loud speaker and listen­ 
er» is increased. 
Or, if weather per­ 
mits, the loud speaker may be brought 
outdoors, on the porch or even placed 
on the lawn of the country home. 
There is a positive thrill of freshness 
which never fails to arouse even the 
most blase radio listener-in when the 
radio is brought outdoors for the first 
time. 
Among the radio listener's summer­ 
time equipment, then, should be an ex­ 
tension cord or at least some wire

First of all, the batteries, if the re­ 
ceiver operates on this form of power 
supply, should be checked over.

well to remember that dry butteries 
dry out quicker in summer than in 
winter, and if the batteries have al­

S * 
been in u*e for many month*, 
re 
with 
the warm weather of summ er may 
soon exhaust them. 
¡Start out with a 
complete set of fresh dry batteries. 
In the case of the socket-power re­ 
ceiver, the rectifier tubes should re­ 
ceive attention. 
In time these recti­ 
fier tubes income exhausted, irrespec­ 
tive of type. 
The best test is to have 
a fresh rectifier tube on hand. 
When 
there is a marked difference In recep­ 
tion bet ween the old and the new

Mediterranean pirates, among whom 
he rose to accepted leadership. 
But feeling the need for a more con­ 
venient base from which to conduct 
j his operations, In 1504 Bed Beard es- 
i tablished his headquarters at Tunis 
| and became the first of the Barbary 
corsairs whose raids went unchecked 
until some youthful commanders of the 
I'nlted State* navy taught them proper 
respect for the freedom of the seas. 
Red Beard had a convenient arrange­ 
ment with the sultan of Tunis whereby 
that eminent ruler was to be given one- 
flfth of all the booty he took In return 
for 
royal 
approval 
and 
protection 
when It was needed. 
One of his first 
exploits was the capture of two galleys 
belonging to Pope Julius II, which had 
sailed from Genoa, and the richness of 
the loot from this expedition showed 
the sultan that he had made no mis­ 
take In agreeing to the partnership. 
The next year the pirate chieftain 
showed 
his 
daring 
by 
capturing 
a 
Spanish 
ship 
with 
500 
soldiers on 
board, and in 1512 the Moors invited 
him to Join them in their never ending 
war on Spain. 
They attem pted to take 
the town and port Of Bujoya. but ufter 
eight days' fighting, during which Red 
lost an arm, the attack failed. 
Although 
Barbaros-a 
became 
rich 
and powerful after he hHd captured 
th* town of Algiers, where he set him­ 
self up as sultan, his embroilment with 
Spain proved his undoing. 
Charles V. 
sent an army of 10,<¥K) men to Algiers, 
defeated and killed the corsair.

VATICAN ORGAN WANTS 
PRINCIPALITY FOR POPE 


Rome, O ctober 
14.—The 
Osserva- 
tore Romano, organ of the 
Vatican, 
publishes a demand for restoration of 
the Pope’s temporal power which is 
considered a mitigation of the offici­ 
al severity in the Holy See’s attitu d e 
oward Italy. 
This m a rk s a complete reversal of 
policy from the O sservatore’« 
stand 
expressed last Saturday. 
It also re ­ 
moves one great obstacle in 
setting 
up a tiny independent S tate for 
the 
Pope since Prem ier Mussolini has de­ 
clared he could never agree to inter­ 
national interference in any 
settle­ 
ment or negotiations with the Vati- 
an. 
The O sservatoie proposes creation 
>f an independent principality which 
would include that section of Rome 
»ccupied by the Vatican and St. P e­ 
er's. 
It wrould be small enough fo be 
10 threat to Italy but would give the 
Holy See th a t temporal power which 
t dem ands as proof of its complete in­ 
dependence. 
The article is not initialed, an in- 
lication th a t the official seal has not 
»een set upon it. 
But the mere fact 
‘.hat it has appeared is a sign that 
he Vatican intends to keep a ja r the 
ioor to f u rth e r expression of opinion. 
It is now tw o years since unofficial, 
>ut licensed exchange of views

gan and this is the 
first 
time they 
have reached

•ommon ground. 
The O sservatore article is a reply 
to the M ilanese Corriere Della S e ra ’s

Trans- 
mlttlug power has been enormously In­ 
creased. 
Net work station operation 
has placed the best programs In most 
parts of the country with the loud 
speaker volume of local stations. 
Re­ 
ceiving equipment has been developed 
with an eye or shall we say an ear? 
—to lessening the static effect while 
Increasing 
the 
apparent 
algnal 
strength. 
In all. remarkable advances 
have beeti scored against summer­ 
time obetmies. 
A large field for Im­ 
provement still lies In the homes of 
the set owner. 
With this In mind, a 
few suggest ions are offered In the 
hope that they will be helpful to tha 
radio enthusiast In getting the maxi­ 
mum enjoyment from his receiving set 
during the summer months. 
Powerful Signals—A Prerequisite.

AnioDg the radio listener’s summer­ 
time equipment, then, should be au ex­ 
tension cord or at least some wire 
whereby the loud speaker may be 
moved about the home and brought 
outdoors If possible,

Y^IRACY Is ss old as history. The first 
^ savage man who hollowed out a log 
with Are Mnd paddled around in this 
precarious craft probably fell a victim 
to the first act of piracy when he met 
another savage traveling on a log on 
which he had spent no labor. 
From time Immemorial 
the

iterranean sea whs ravaged by pirate 
fleets which made Asia Minor and the 
Islands near It their headquarters, from 
which they dashed out for raids on 
the ships of Rome. There Is the story 
ef the pirates who captured the young 
Julius Caesar and held hlu> for ransom 
for six weeks, during which time the 
future consul lived on excellent terms 
with his captors. 
He told them that 
he would one day crucify them ail, 
whereat they roared with laughter at 
this pleasantry. 
But It was also a 
matter of record that he kept his word. 
Piracy in the Mediterranean contin­ 
ued long after Rome had fallen, and 
early In the Sixteenth century It gave 
to history the flrst outstanding pirate 
leeder, the famous Barharossa or "Red 
Beard." 
Red Beard’s real name was 
UruJ, and he was the son of a Turk­ 
ish renegade and a Christian mother.
